PURIM POPULAR JEWISH 


.. •".,• FESTIVAL 


NEW YORK, March 15.—At sunset 


this evening the followers of the Jew- 
ish faith the world over will begin the 
celebration of the festival of Purim, 
one of the most joyous holidays of the 
Jewish calendar. The observance of 
the day is entirely secular in tone, 
consisting of merrymaking and feast- 
ing, of making gifts to friends and 
relatives, and the giviny of "shalach- 
monos," or gift to the poor. 


The festival!» based on the book of 


Esther, an4 U^eJebjfsUA »% a cqra- 
memoration of the downfall of Ha- 
inan, a prime miniter of King Ahasu- 
eras, who, according to the book, plot- 
ted the extinction of the Jewish race 
and was hung on bis own gallows that 
he erected: .for •Mordecai, a leader of 
the Jewish people at-that time. 
" The observances of the festival are 
symbolic of toe incidents of the story 
Firt comes the .fast of Esther, on the 
18th dajrof.'Adaiv.or one day before 
the festival, when the, Orthodox Jews 
fast, as did'Esther. Then comes the 
reading of the booy in the synagogue. 
At .home, ttie housewife has ready 
baked "Hainan ?ashen," or three-cor- 
nered cakes fped with- popyheacl 
seeds. Tht three copters of the pas? 
•try" are supposed to represent the hat 
W Hainan; a mark of high standing In 
,'the days • of Ahasuervis, while the 
black filling represents the heart of 
the wearer. , 


Purim has been called the Jewish
